SUGGESTS METH
10 BAR “DUMPING”

Vir. Redfield Would Have U. S.
Foreign Hepresentativqs Pre-
vent “Unfair Competition.”

ADVOCATES LEGISLATION
TO MAKE ACTS POSSIBLE

Declares European Nations Will Re-
sist Expansion of American Com-
merce After the War.

Combination of the present machin-
ery of the departments of Treasury and
Justice greased by a bit of additional
legislation would be sufficient to keep
foreign industries from “dumping’ thelr
products in the United States and un-
dermining the American industries, in
the opinion of Secretary Redfleld of the
Department of Commerce expressad in
the first section of his annual report
made public today. He recommends
legislation which will give to the for-
eign representatives of thos= depart-
ments the added powers and increased
personnel necessary to carry out the
work of preventing merchandise from
being sold in "unfair competition” or
under circumstances which tend to
create a monopoly in behalf of the for-
eign producer. To =ell under such con-
ditions would mean forfeiture of the
merchandise if the Secretary's ideas
are included in the legislation.

“In my judgment,” sald the Secre-
tary, “the matter is one which may be
more wisely treated as an attempted
wrong to be forbidden than as an eca-
nomic matter which needs to be re-
strained. | should prefer. therefore, to
deal with it by a method other taan
tariffs, classing it as an offonse sim-
ilar to the untair domestic competition
we now forbid. It seems possible that
by using the existing machinery of the
Treasury Department and Department
of Justice we may restrain this for-
eign *unfair competition’ vn both sids
ol the sea.

Advocates Legislation.

“] also recommend that legislation
supplemental to the Clayton antl-trust
act be enacted which shall make it un-
lawful to sell or purchase articles of
foreign origin or manufacture w_here
the prices to be pald are materially
below the current rates for such arti-
cles in the country of production or
from which shipment is made, in case
such prices substantially lessen com-
petition on the part of the American
producers or tend to create a monopoly
in American markats i# favor of the
foreign producer, and that it be made
unlawful for any person to buy, sull
or contract for the sale of articles or
foreign origin, or to fix a price for
same or to make a rebate upon such
price, conditioned upon the p‘urchuer
ther~of not using or dealing in wares
produced or sold by the competitors o!
the manufacturer or seller, where the
effect Is to substantially lessen com-
petition in the production in tne United
States of such articles, or tends to
create a monopoly in the sale of such
articles in American markets in favor
foreign producer.

og‘ :i'ntairgcompetitlon‘ is forbidden by
jaw in domestic trade, and the federal
trade commission exists to determine
the facts and take steps to abate the
evil wherever found. The door, how-
ever, is still open to ‘unfalr competi-
tion’ from abroad, which may seri-
ously affect American industries for
the worze. [t is not normal competi-
tion” of which 1 speak, but abnormal.
It is a destructive type of the indus-
trial struggle, intended to put out of
being the forces opposed to it, that the
victor may exploit the field at will.
The methods used are not thos2 of
legitimate commerce, but_thoue of com-
mercial offense. They aim not at de-
velopment, but at conguest

Will Seek Lost Commerce.

“When the war shall close the public
control of rallways. in foreign lands,
the semi-official chambers of commerce,
the publicly fostered
which control great industries in some
countries, will all exist, and will all
be used in an effort to recover lost
commerce. The growth in the United
States of industries which may menace
large markets heretofore controlled
from abroad will not be permitted if
public and semi-public forces acting
Logether in foreign countries can pre-

vent it. The outreach of American in-
dustries-——nay, their very existence in
our own land in some cases—will be

resisted to the full, and every strata-
gem of industrinl war will be exerted
against them. Expecting this, we must
prepare for it. If it shall pass beyond
fair competition and exert or seek to
exert a monopolistic power oOver any
part of our commerce, we ought to
prevent it.”

‘o-operation of business concerns in
foreign trade g suggested to permit
admission of "the smaller tradesmen
into that fleld of activity.

“The present law plays intp the
hands of the larger concerns and shuts
out amall ones from Iimportant mar-
kets,” the Secretary said. *“Provision
shouid be made whereby, such concerns
may, with due safeguards against
monopoly, co-operate in the foreign

field. To refuse this for fear of mopop-
oly is to say that the large concerns
shall alone hold the lucrative foreign
markets, and that the far larger num-
ber of smaller houses shall be shut
out. The whole matter should be
placed under the supervision of the
federal trade commission, and should
be subjeect to full publicity. It is not
intended that this co-operation shall
extend into the domestic fleld.”

Urges Foreign Branch Banks.

Mr. Redfield expressed the hope lﬁat
American banks be permitted to co-
operate, under supervision of the fed-
eral reserve board, in establishing for-
eign branches, or in owning stocks of
banks operating in forelgn countries.

“The present law,” he sald, “operates
to make {t possible only for large
banks of great power to undertake the
important work of financing American
commerce in foreign fields. The law
works in sole favor of the great banks,
‘T"hnra are many banks in the United
Htates of less than major size, yet
abundantly strong. These should be
permitted, under proper safeguards, to
act jointly fin such matters. There
could hardly be a single step which at
this time would be more -helpful in
establishing our commerce abroad on
a firm basis." ’

The opening of the Panama canal
and the agitation for ap inland water-
way along the Atlantlc coast, as well
as the Increased volume of domestic
commerce, the Secretary pointed out,
make it important that statistics on
internal commerce be prepared by the
government. .

“It in a surprising thing that we should
require by law careful knowledge con-
cerning our export trade and allow
our domestic commerce to go on without
any definite knowledge concerning It
Congresz will be asked for an appro-
priation sufficient to permit the be-
ginning of an effort to throw light
upon a subject of such vast Impor-
tance, but of which we know so little.”

Praises Commercial Attaches.

The Secretary paid high tribute to
the bureau of foreign and domestic
commerce and to its commercial at-
taches abroad in securing contracts
totaling. millions of dollars for Amer-
ican business houses. At present; he
says, there are no commercial attaches
in Central America, India, the near

east, South Africa or- Canada, The

placing of ten - additional commercial
attaches in those regions was recom-
mended.

“It is not too much ‘to say that the
work of this service has been at the
very center of a growing movement
toward the creation of an American
dyestuffs industry,” the report savs. “In
this connections signs are nat lacking
that the growth of our native indus-
try is hardly welcome to those who
have heretofore had a substantial mo-
nopoly in supplving our markets from
abroad.” 25 I

In conclusion the Secretary said it
was intolerable that the United States
should longer depend upon any one for-
elgn source for necessities in the dye-
stuffs industry.

MEETS THE CONDITIONS
OF WAR DEPARTMENT

Gov. Goldsborough Thinks Maryland
Agricultural College Is Ready
for Military Instructor.

Marvland Agricultural College has
met the conditions set by the War De-
partment as te improving its facilities
for military instruction, and from indi-
cations government aid for military
training at the institution will be re-
sumed.

Gov. Goldsborough of Maryland today
replied to a recent letter from Secre-
tary Garrison, which threatened to dis-
lcontinue federal military support from
the college unless facilities destroyed
by a fire a few ¥years ago Wwere re-
placed.

Summary of Reply.

In his reply Gov. Goldsborough said
the board of trustees of the college, of
which he is chairman, has designated
a room in the engineering building to
be used as an armory, and had parti-
tioned off half of another room as an
office for the commandant. There also
has been placed at the disposal of the
military " department the auditorium, a
building thirty by one hundred feet, for
use as a drill ground.

Gov. (Goldsborough also said that the
board of state aid and charities had
included in its recommendations for
Marvland Agricultural College a re-
quest for an appropriation of $100,000
for a new armory and gymnasium,

That ‘recommrzndation will be sub-
mitted to the Maryland general as-
sembly when it convenes January o,
and Gov. Goldsborough =said he had
recason to believe the assembly will
act favorably.

Tone of Letter Pleases Eecretary.

Secretary' Garrison was pleased at
the tone of the letter, While he has
not replied to it, officials believe he
will assure the college of continued
government aid.

The - War Department has taken no
action on the request of the Maryland
Agricultural College for the designa-
tion of a successor to Maj. J. A
Dapray as military instructor at the
college. War Department officials in-
dicate, however, that a successor to
Maj. Dapray will be named at an early
date. -

FROMOTING DUTCH TRADE.

Netherlands Agents Touring Coun-
try, Commerce Department Says.

To develop the commercial relations
between the TUnited States and the
Netherlands, two delegates from the
American export chamber of commerce
of Amsterdam are touring the country,
it was announced by the Department
of Commerce today. The delegates are
A, A, ;“tanstis of Chicago and Am-
sterdafp, an: Amésican citizen who has
spent the pdst three years in Amster-
dam ir!.. lecture “work and commercial
enterprises connected with the Ameri-
can export chamber commerce, and
J. Bendien, vice president of the Ameri-
can export chamber of commerce and
manager of the intelnational commer-
cial Intelligence bureau.

The delegates have in mind, acrord-
ing to the department, a co-operative
plan for the establishment of a com-
mercial museum at Amsterdam to fur-
nish information of a commercial char-
acter regarding European countries.
They have a number of commissions to
execute, covering various general lines
of goods produced in the United States
and they will be glad to discuss very
fully with any American manufactur-
ers the prospects for the shle of their
goods in European countries,

The itinerary includes Rochester and
Buffalo, N. Y., Chicago, St. Louis, Cin-
cinnati and Cleveland, Ohio; Pittsburgh,
Harrisburg and Philadelphia, Pa., and
Baltimore.

HALT THE NOMINATION
OF GEORGE H. RUBLEE

Republicans: of Senate Oppose Con-
firmation of Federal Trade Com-
mission Member.

The nomination of George H. Rublee
of New' Hampshire to be a minority
member of the federal trade commis-
slon was sent back for further inves-
tigation to the committee on interstate
commerce by the Senate yesterday aft-
er the republican leaders had protest-
ed that Mr. Rublee was not a repub-
lican, but a progressive, and had no
right of appointment as minority mem-
ber of the comnrission. - .

Senator Gallinger of New Hainpshive,
the republcan teader, did not make the
objection that Mr. Rublee was person-
ally objectionable to him—a reason
frequéntly given by senators opposing
nominees—but told the democrats that
Mr. Rublee was prominently identified
with the progressive party. He said
that his selection for the place was not
in eompliance -with the spirit or the
letter of the law. which callg for mi-
nority members of thé commission.
Senator Gallinger warned the demo-
crats that if they - made such appoint-
ments they might have capse to regfet
in the future having set such prece-
